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Chrysler dealers scramble to unload vehicles

Peter J. Walsh, the owner of 
Walsh Dodge in Jersey City, 
N.J., started out selling used 
cars in his hometown 28 
years ago after the birth of his 
daughter. He slowly built his 
business, and felt as if he’d 
finally made it when he earned 
his Chrysler shingle in 2000. 
But on Tuesday, Walsh Dodge 
will lose that shingle — as will 
788 other dealers across the 
country. Auburn Hills, Mich.- 
based Chrysler has asked a 
bankruptcy court for permission 
to terminate the franchise 
agreements of about 25 percent 
of its dealers. Chrysler needs 
to cut costs, and claims current 
sales levels don’t justify a 


network of 3,189 dealers. 

For Walsh and the others on the 
“hit list,” the last days of selling 
Dodge, Jeep and Chrysler 
vehicles have been filled with 
quick sales at deep discounts, 
along with sad goodbyes 
from longtime customers and 
feelings of dismay and anger 
toward the automaker they 
worked with for years. 

“It is what it is. It’s just a 
tough situation,” Walsh said, 
speaking inside his dealership 
Saturday morning. 

“It’s been difficult mentally 
the past couple of months, but 
we’ll be OK. I don’t feel as bad 
for myself as I do for the young 
guys with families that work 
for me.” 

Chrysler maintains that the 


franchises singled out for 
termination were chosen 
because they weren’t 
profitable, didn’t have all of 
the automaker’s three brands 
under one roof, or were located 
too close to another Chrysler 
dealer. 

But the dealers argued in court 
that a smaller dealer base 
won’t save the company any 
substantial money. They say 
the dealers cover their own 
costs, paying for everything 
from the vehicles on their lots 
to employees, advertising and 
tools. 

Walsh said that while Chrysler’s 
products were good, its dealer 
support was always poor—too 
focused on the automaker’s 
own short-term needs. 

And while he might have 
been underperforming some 
of Chrysler’s sales criteria, 
Walsh claims some of that 
was the automaker’s fault, 
pointing to its insistence that 
he sell more pickup trucks — a 
vehicle unsuited to the densely 
populated urban strip he serves 
across the Hudson River from 
New York City. 

“How many Dodge pickups 
can I sell in Jersey City? It’s 
not Waco, Texas,” Walsh said. 
A court hearing that began 
Thursday in New York 
with testimony from over a 
dozen dealers is scheduled to 
continue with legal arguments 
on Tuesday. U.S. Judge Arthur 
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Gonzalez is expected to rule 
after the arguments conclude. 
Steven Landry, Chrysler’s 
executive vice president of 
North American sales, said 
Tuesday’s deadline remains 
fixed. Dealers can sell the 
vehicles after that date, but they 
won’t be able to offer Chrysler 
sales incentives, making it 
tough for them to compete. 

“We won’t be changing any 
dealers on the list. 

We won’t be changing the 
date,” he said. 

Landry said Chrysler had 
commitments for the inventory 
of 42,000 vehicles on the lots 
of the affected dealers. Dealers 
have sold 16,000 vehicles to 
customers since the May 14 
announcement and Landry said 
the remaining 26,000 cars and 
trucks would be purchased by 
remaining dealers. 

Chuck Eddy, a Youngstown, 
Ohio, dealer who was among 
those chosen to remain 
with Chrysler, said dealers 
have quickly bought up the 
inventory of those going out of 
business and are preparing for 
the transition. 

“I have no fire sale going on. 
There’s no dealer in my town 
who was terminated having a 
fire sale,” Eddy said. “People 
are buying the car for the true 
value.” 

At the Viva Chrysler, Jeep, 
Dodge in El Paso, Texas, finance 
manager Jay Welsh said news of 
financial trouble with Chrysler 
and the upcoming terminations 
of other dealerships has done 
little to deter new car buyers. 
The dealership, which sells 
all three of Chrysler’s brands 
and escaped termination, sold 
between 55 and 65 cars a month 
in April and May, compared 
with an average of about 25 cars 
a month in January, February 
and March, he said. 

A few buyers have questioned 
the viability of warranties, 
while others have been looking 
for “fire sale” prices that the 
dealership has yet to offer, he 
said. 

But other dealers said they 
moved quickly after finding out 
they were losing their franchise 
agreements, hoping to keep 
their losses to a minimum. 

By late last week, Dale Horn, 


owner of a Chrysler-Dodge- 
Jeep dealership in Malvern, 
Ark., had sold 30 of the 35 
cars and trucks he had when 
the company told him that his 
franchise would be yanked. 
Horn said that in exchange for 
its help unloading the vehicles, 
Chrysler wanted him to sign 
papers allowing it to shop the 
inventory “at a figure less than 
it cost me.” Instead, he decided 
to try to sell it all himself, 
taking losses on all but a few, 
while making tiny profits on 
the others. 

“In essence, I paid people to 
take some of my cars,” he said. 
“It’s just not a pleasant deal. If 
I’m as small as I am, having 
the problems that I’m having, 
I feel so bad for the guys that 
have got 200 in inventory, or 
300,” he said. 

At other dealers, longtime 
customers have showed up to 
both buy a car and say goodbye. 
Janet Reuther Schopp, dealer 
and general manager at Reuther 
Chrysler Jeep in suburban St. 
Louis, said former customers 
and people she’d never seen 
before came in to help whittle 
down her already scaled-back 
inventory of 125 vehicles. 

“It was a huge show of respect 
for us,” said Schopp, who 
continues a family business 
her father started 50 years ago. 
“They thought it was the right 
thing to do.” 

A neighbor sent her niece in to 
buy. 

Her attorney bought two cars 
for him and his wife. A stranger 
who lost his job made a point of 
driving out of his way to buy at 
Reuther and a Boeing employee 
in St. Louis bought a car from 
her on principle. Nearly all of 
them paid full price. 

Mike Lobb, general manager 
of Dave Croft Motors, in 
Collinsville, Ill., outside St. 
Louis, will try to survive by 
selling used cars and running a 
service center, but still held out 
hope Saturday that a reprieve 
might come from Chrysler or 
the bankruptcy court. 

Croft, which normally has 
350 new cars on the lot, is 
down to 100 vehicles. Eighty 
of his sales in the last three 
weeks have been to longtime 
customers. □ 
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Market rally hits 3 months, raising questions

NEW YORK - Three months 
can feel like a long time on 
Wall Street. 

In the stock market, where 
news about companies and the 
economy dictate buy and sell 
decisions in a matter seconds, 
the market’s powerful rally 
is getting pretty old to some 
experienced players. 

Traders have been laying 
down bets on modest signs 
that the economy is halting 
its slide. 

That optimism has lifted 
the Standard & Poor’s 
500 index, a benchmark 
for many investments like 
mutual funds, an enormous 
39 percent from a 12-year 
low on March 9. Those kinds 
of gains might normally take 
four years to materialize. 
Some analysts are asking 
whether ebullient investors 
have been too quick to shed 
their caution. 

Another round of economic 
data this week could help 
determine whether the gains 
will hold. 

“Are we getting ahead of 
ourselves in terms of market 
levels? I believe that we are 
and I think investors would 
be wise to take some profits 
off the table,” said Walter 
Gerasimowicz, chairman and 
chief executive of Meditron 
Asset Management. 

The rally has added 2,220 
points the Dow Jones 


industrial average to put it 
within a dozen points of being 
flat for the year. But the Dow 
is still down 5,400 points 
from its high of 14,164.53 in 
October 2007. 

Green arrows began popping 
up on stock screens three 
months ago this week as 
traders determined that 
the economy was likely to 
sidestep a ruinous fall marked 
by the Great Depression and 
instead muddle through the 
worst recession in decades. 
But some analysts contend 
that investors are in danger 
of setting expectations too 
high for how quickly the 
economy can recover from 
the recession that started in 
December 2007. 

“When the predictions 
become less dour I think 
that introduces the possibly 
of disappointment,” said 
Jeff Knight, head of asset 
allocation at Putnam 
Investments. “You don’t 
have any evidence yet that 
things have actually gotten 
any better.” 

Even if the worst is over for 
the economy, investors are 
still staring at a long list of 
worries. Housing remains in 
a funk and unemployment 
sits at a 26-year high. 

The government said 
Friday that employers shed 
345,000 jobs last month, the 
fewest since September. But 
unemployment is still a high 
9.4 percent after four straight 
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months of slowing layoffs. 
Even brightening prospects 
for the economy could trip up 
the markets. Besides risking 
overconfidence, investors are 
helping push interest rates 
higher. 

They’re selling off Treasurys, 
no longer in need of the safety 
of government debt, and that 
in turn forces up rates on 
mortgages and other kinds of 
loans for consumers. 

“Where do you go from here? 
I think it’s dangerous to take 
a strong view one way or the 
other at the moment,” Knight 
said. 

Analysts say that even if the 
economy begins to grow, it 
likely will take some time 
before consumers hit by lost 
jobs, lower home values and 


tighter access to credit start 
spending more. 

On Thursday, the Co mm erce 
Department releases its May 
retail sales report. Retailers 
last week reported mixed 
results but some analysts 
were surprised that more 
shoppers hadn’t returned to 
stores. 

Gerasimowicz contends 
consumers, whose spending 
accounts for more than two- 
thirds of U.S. economic 
activity, could hold back the 
economy’s recovery if they 
continue to hunker down. 
“The consumer has to be out 
there,” Gerasimowicz said. 
The Federal Reserve reported 
last week that consumer 
borrowing in April fell by 
twice as much as analysts 


had been expecting. 

Investors also expect to 
focus this week on the Fed’s 
Beige Book, which provides 
readings on the U.S. economy 
by region. 

The report is due Wednesday 
and arrives two weeks before 
policymakers’ next meeting. 
The Commerce Department 
on Tuesday is expected 
to release wholesale trade 
inventories for April. On 
Wednesday, the agency 
reports on the nation’s trade 
balance. 

On Thursday, the Commerce 
Department reports on 
April business inventories 
and on Friday, the Reuters/ 
University of Michigan issues 
its first reading on consumer 
sentiment for Junc.Q 
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Carradine family takes action on probe, photos

LOS ANGELES - David 


Carradine’s family members, 
dissatisfied with Thai 
investigators and “profoundly 


disturbed” by the publication 
of a forensics photo in a 
Bangkok tabloid, are seeking 
help from the FBI and an 
independent pathologist and 
have threatened legal action 
against any media outlet that 
reprints images of the actor in 
death. 

Keith Carradine has filed 
reports with the FBI that 
could lead to the agency’s 
involvement, said Mark 
Geragos, attorney for the 
“Kung Fu” actor’s half- 
brother. The FBI confirmed 
that Carradine’s family had 
contacted the agency. 

The family will also seek 
an independent autopsy by 
famed forensic pathologist Dr. 
Michael Baden to determine 
whether another person could 
have been involved, Geragos 
said. Results of an autopsy 
performed Friday in Bangkok 
were not expected for at least 
three weeks. 

A chambermaid found 
Carradine’s body Thursday 
at Bangkok’s Swissotel 
Nai Lert Park Hotel. Thai 
authorities said they have all 
but ruled out foul play, based 
on surveillance footage and 
interviews with hotel staff 
that indicate no one was in 
Carradine’s room before he 
died, said Col. Somprasong 
Yenthuam, who is heading the 
investigation. 

A grainy photo published 
on the Saturday cover of the 
tabloid Thai Rath shows a 
naked body suspended from 
a clothes bar in a hotel closet, 
hands apparently bound 


together above the head and 
feet on the floor. The face is 
blacked out and other areas 
are obscured. 

The paper did not indicate the 
source of the image, but Thai 
police said they believed it 
was a picture of Carradine’s 
body taken by a forensics 
team. 

Keith Carradine said in a 
statement that the family 
was “profoundly disturbed 
by the release in Thailand of 
photographs taken at the scene 
of David Carradine’s death,” 
and threatened legal action 
against further distribution. 
“The family wants it 
understood that, per attorney 
Mark Geragos, any persons, 
publications or media outlets 
will be fully prosecuted 
for invasion of privacy and 
causing severe emotional 
distress if the photos are 
published,” the statement 
read. 

The actor’s family hopes the 
body will arrive in Los Angeles 
by Monday, Geragos said, but 
he did not give specifics. 
Geragos said the family 
decided to intervene because 
of conflicting information 
about Carradine’s death and 
a lack of direct information 
from Thai authorities. 

“All we really know is not 
much more than what the 
public knows, and that’s 
disturbing,” Geragos said. 
Agents were checking with 
the FBI’s legal attache at the 
U.S. Embassy in Bangkok to 
see if Thai authorities “are 
requesting or would welcome 


FBI assistance in this matter.” 
FBI spokeswoman Laura 
Eimiller said the agency 
generally only gets involved in 
death investigations overseas 
if a crime is suspected. 
Investigators initially said 
Carradine’s body was found 
“naked, hanging in a closet,” 
causing them to suspect 
he had taken his own life. 
But his family, friends and 
representatives have said they 
doubt the 72-year-old actor 
would have killed himself. 
Police later said the actor may 
have died from accidental 
suffocation or heart failure 
after revealing that he was 
found with a rope tied around 
his wrist, neck and genitals 
— leading to speculation that 
Carradine may have engaged 
in a dangerous form of sex 
play known as auto-erotic 
asphyxiation. 

But Geragos said he expects 
the examination by the New 
York-based Baden, a celebrity 
among forensic pathologists 
who frequently consults 
on high-profile cases, will 
clear up many unanswered 
questions. 

“It’s an amazing thing what 
a good pathologist can 
accomplish,” Geragos said. 
Carradine flew to Thailand 
last week and began work on a 
film titled “Stretch” two days 
before his death. His friends 
and associates told CNN’s 
Larry King he had a happy 
marriage, recently bought a 
new car, and had several films 
lined up after he finished 
work in Bangkok. A martial 
arts practitioner himself, 
Carradine was best known for 
the U.S. TV series “Kung Fu,” 
which aired from 1972-75. He 
played Kwai Chang Caine, an 
orphan who was raised by 
Shaolin monks and fled China 
for the American West after 
killing the emperor’s nephew 
in retaliation for the murder of 
his kung fu master. 

Carradine also appeared in 
more than 100 feature films 
with such directors as Martin 
Scorsese, Ingmar Bergman 
and Hal Ashby. He returned 
to the top in recent years as 
the title character in Quentin 
Tarantino’s two-part saga 
“Kill Bill.” 

Funeral arrangements have 
not been announced. □

APNewsBreak Major problems 
found in war spending 


WASHINGTON - This is one Christmas gift 
U.S. taxpayers don’t need. Construction of a 
$30 million dining facility at a U.S. base in Iraq 
is scheduled to be completed Dec. 25. But the 
decision to build it was based on bad planning 
and botched paperwork. 

The project is too far along to stop, making 
the mess hall a future monument to the waste 
and inefficiency plaguing the war effort, 
according to an independent panel investigating 
contracting in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

In its first report to Congress, the Wartime 
Contracting Commission presents a bleak 
assessment of how tens of billions of dollars 
have been spent since 2001. The 111-page 
report, obtained by The Associated Press, 
documents poor management, weak oversight, 
and a failure to learn from past mistakes as 
recurring themes in wartime contracting. 

The report is scheduled to be made public 
Wednesday at a hearing held by the House 
Oversight and Government Reform’s national 
security subcommittee. 

U.S. reliance on contractors has grown 
to “unprecedented proportions,” says the 
bipartisan commission, established by Congress 
last year. More than 240,000 private sector 
employees are supporting military operations 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. Thousands more work 
for the State Department and U.S. Agency for 
International Development. 

But the government has no central data base 


of who all these contractors are, what services 
they provide, and how much they’re paid. The 
Pentagon has failed to provide enough trained 
staff to watch over them, creating conditions for 
waste and corruption, the commission says. 

In Iraq, the panel worries that as U.S. troops 
depart in larger numbers, there will be too few 
government eyes on the contractors left to 
oversee the closing of hundreds of bases and 
disposal of mountains of federal property. 

At Rustamiyah, a seven-acre forward operating 
base turned over to the Iraqis in March, the 
military population plunged from 1,490 to 62 
in just three months. During the same period, 
the contractor population dropped from 928 
to 338, leaving more than five contractors for 
every service member. 

In Afghanistan, where President Barack Obama 
has ordered a large increase of U.S. troops, 
existing bases will have to expand and new 
ones will be built — without proper oversight 
unless the Pentagon rapidly changes course. 
One commander in Afghanistan told the 
commission he had no idea how many 
contractors were on and off his base on a daily 
basis. 

Another officer said he had property all over 
his installation but didn’t know who owned it 
or what kind of shape it was in. 

There are questionable construction projects in 
Afghanistan, too.

The commission visited the 
New Kabul Compound, a 
building intended to serve as 
headquarters for U.S. forces 
in Afghanistan. But members 
saw cracks in the structure, 
broken and leaking pipes, 


sinking sidewalks and other 
defects. 

“The Army should not have 
accepted a building in such 
condition,” the report says. 
The commission cites 
concerns with a massive 
support contract known as 
“LOGCAP” that provides 


troops with essential services, 
including housing, meals, mail 
delivery and laundry. 

Despite the huge size and 
importance of the contract, 
the main program office 
managing the work for both 
Afghanistan and Iraq has only 
13 government employees. 


For administrative help, it 
must rely on a contractor. 
KBR Inc., the primary 
LOGCAP contractor in Iraq, 
has been paid nearly $ 3 2 billion 
since 2001. The commission 
says billions of dollars of 
that amount ended up wasted 
due to poorly defined work 
orders, inadequate oversight 
and contractor inefficiencies. 
In one example, defense 
auditors challenged KBR 
after it billed the government 
for $100 million in costs for 
private security even though 
the contract prohibited the use 
of for-hire guards. 

KBR has defended its 
performance and criticized 
the commission for making 
“biased” statements against 
the company. 

“As we look back on what 
we’ve done, we’re real proud 
of being able to go into a 
war theater like that as a 
private contractor and support 
200,000 troops,” William P. 
Utt, chairman of the Houston- 
based KBR, said in May 
interview with AP reporters 
and editors. 

KBR is also linked to the 
dining hall construction snafu, 
although the commission 
faults the military’s planning 
and not the contractor. With 
American forces scheduled

of 2011, the U.S. will use the 
new facility for two years at 
most. 

In July 2008, the Army said 
a new dining facility was 
badly needed at the Camp 
Delta forward operating base 
because the existing one 
was too small, had a saggy 
ceiling, poor lighting and an 
unsanitary wooden floor. 

KBR was awarded a contract 
in September. Work began in 
late October as American and 
Iraqi officials were negotiating 
the agreement setting the dates 
for the U.S. troop withdrawal 
But during an April visit to 
Camp Delta, the commission 
learned that the existing mess 
hall had just been renovated. 
The $3.36 million job was 
done by KBR and completed 
in June 2008. Commission 
staff toured the renovated hall 
“without seeing or hearing of 
any problems or shortfalls,” 
the report says. 

The decision to push ahead 
with the new hall was based 
on paperwork that was 
never updated and a failure 
to review the need for the 
project after the security 
agreement was signed. Most 
of the materials have been 
ordered and construction is 
well under way. That means 
canceling the project would 
save little money because 
KBR would have a legitimate 
claim for payment based on 
the investment it has already 
made. 

The commission urges 
commanders in Iraq to review 
thoroughly all ongoing 
construction and improvement 
projects and only continue 
those essential to the life, 
health and safety of U.S. 
troops. □

Scott Roeder, being held on 
charges of first-degree murder 
and aggravated assault in the 
killing of Dr. George Tiller 
one week ago, called The 
Associated Press from the 
Sedgwick County jail. 

Tiller, whose Wichita clinic 
was among only a few in 
the U.S. performing third- 
trimester abortions, was shot 
while serving as an usher 
at the Lutheran church he 
attended. 

“I know there are many other 
similar events planned around 
the country as long as abortion 
remains legal,” Roeder said. 
He would not elaborate. 
Tiller’s clinic in Wichita 
had been a target of regular 
demonstrations by abortion 
opponents. Most were 
peaceful, but his clinic was 
bombed in 1986 and he was 
shot in both arms in 1993. In 
1991, a 45-day “Summer of 
Mercy” campaign organized 
by the anti-abortion group 
Operation Rescue drew 
thousands of protesters to 
Wichita, and there were more 
than 2,700 arrests. 

Jim Cross, a spokesman for 
the U.S. attorney’s office, 
did not have an immediate 
comment Sunday on Roeder’s 
statement. 

The Justice Department 
opened an investigation Friday 
to see if the gunman who 
killed Tiller had accomplices. 
The DOJ said its Civil 
Rights Division and the U.S. 
attorney’s office in Kansas 
will seek to determine if the 
killing violated a 1994 law 
creating criminal penalties for 
violent or damaging conduct 
toward abortion providers and 
their patients. 

An attorney for the Tiller 
family, Dan Monnat, said he 
was not sure they should be 
dignifying Roeder’s actions 
and threats with a response 
“every time he makes a hare¬ 
brained phone call.” 

“I am hopeful that state and 
federal authorities, including 


homeland security, will give 
Mr. Roeder and his information 
a deserving response,” Monnat 
said, declining to elaborate. 
Hundreds of mourners 
attended Tiller’s funeral on 
Saturday. Most anti-abortion 
groups avoided the service, 
having denounced Tiller’s 
shooting. 

Roeder, a 51 -year-old abortion 
opponent, was arrested a few 
hours after the shooting just 
outside Kansas City. 


He told the AP he refused to 
talk to investigators when he 
was arrested, and has made 
no statements to police since 
then. 

“I just told them I needed to 
talk to my lawyer,” Roeder 
said. 

Asked if he shot Tiller, Roeder 
replied that he could not 
comment about that and said 
he needed to clear everything 
with his lawyer.□ 



Ex-IIS Rep. Jefferson faces 
federal bribery charges

ALEXANDRIA, Virginia 
(AP) — Former U.S. Rep. 
William Jefferson faces several 
obstacles to being acquitted 
of bribery, racketeering and 
other federal charges — and 
topping the list is explaining 
the $90,000 cash stashed in 
his freezer. 

Jefferson, a Louisiana 
Democrat who represented 
parts of New Orleans until 
losing his bid for re-election 
last year, goes on trial Tuesday 
in U.S. District Court in 
Alexandria on allegations 
that he received more than 
$400,000 in bribes in return for 
using his influence to broker 
business deals in Africa. 
Defense attorneys are expected 
to attack the credibility of a 
witness who frequently wore a 
wire for the government. They 
have to hope a jury will accept 
a fairly legalistic distinction 
that Jefferson’s conduct 
wasn’t bribery, but was more 
technically akin to influence 
peddling. And there’s the 
money in the freezer — 
$90,000 wrapped in aluminum 
foil, found by federal agents 
in August 2005 in Jefferson’s 
Washington home. 

Just days earlier, agents 
videotaped him at a northern 
Virginia hotel accepting a 
suitcase stuffed with $100,000 


cash from a cooperating 
witness. 

The freezer funds became 
such a headline that Robert 
Trout, Jefferson’s lawyer, 
suggested at a recent hearing 
that potential jurors need to 
be reminded during the jury 
selection phase of the trial 
that the Jefferson case is the 
one about “the money in the 
freezer” to try to weed out 
jurors exposed to pretrial 
publicity. 

U.S. District Judge T.S. Ellis 
III agreed the reminder would 
be appropriate. 

Jefferson himself has said very 
little about the money. After 
he was arraigned and pleaded 
not guilty in June 2007, he 
said “when all the facts are 
understood, I trust that I will 
be vindicated.” 

He also emphasized that 
the $90,000 was “the FBI’s 
money” and given to him as 
part of their investigation of 
him. The cooperating witness 
who gave Jefferson the cash 
was Lori Mody, a northern 
Virginia business executive 
whose complaint to the FBI in 
March 2005 launched the probe 
against Jefferson. According 
to the indictment, Mody was 
becoming suspicious that 
Jefferson constantly was 
demanding cash to facilitate 
various business deals. She is 
expected to testify against the 


former congressman. 
Jefferson’s lawyers have 
questioned whether Mody is 
a reliable witness and whether 
her memory can be trusted. 
They have sought records of 
Mody’s mental health history 
and raised questions about 
possibly erratic behavior, 
including Mody’s fears that 
she was being stalked. 

Other allegations raised in 
court papers by Jefferson’s 
lawyers remain under seal. 
Prosecutors have accused 
Jefferson of trying to smear 
and intimidate Mody. They 
argue that Mody’s memory 
of events is irrelevant when 
she was wearing a wire and 
the conversations in question 
have been recorded. 

Trout has said his client has a 
constitutional right to confront 
witnesses, and that not all 
conversations between the 
two were recorded. 

Mody’s lawyer did not return 
calls seeking comment. 

The most important question, 
though, might be a technical 
one — the issue of what 
constitutes bribery under 
federal law. 

Bribery occurs when an 
officeholder receives 

something of value in 
exchange for an “official act.” 
Defense lawyers argue that 
unless Jefferson took money 
in exchange for an official

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Republican senator irked at Obama over heath care

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— A senior Republican 
senator whose involvement 
is key if there’s going to 
be a bipartisan health care 
reform deal is responding 
angrily to President Barack 
Obama’s latest co mm ents 
on the issue. 

Obama, after months of 
standing back and leaving 
the details of health care 
legislation to Congress, 
inserted himself firmly into 
the debate in recent days, 
including using his weekly 
radio address Saturday to 
declare “it’s time to deliver” 
on health reform. 


That did not sit well with 
the Sen. Chuck Grassley of 
Iowa, the top Republican 
on the Finance Committee, 
which has been laboring to 
come up with a health care 
bill that Democrats and 
Republicans can support. 
Grassley is a frequent user 
of Twitter — the Internet- 
based social connection 
service that allows users to 
send mass text messages 
called “tweets” — and he 
directed two angry “tweets” 
Sunday morning at Obama. 
The president was wrapping 
up an overseas trip with 
some time to tour Paris with 
his family. 


Grassley’s first tweet: “Pres 
Obama you got nerve while 
u sightseeing in Paris to tell 
us ‘time to deliver ’ on health 
care. We still on skedul/ 
even workinWKEND.” 

A short time later: “Pres 
Obama while u sightseeing 
in Paris u said ‘time to 
delivr on healthcare’ When 
you are a ‘hammer’ u think 
evrything is NAIL I’m no 
NAIL.” 

A Grassley spokeswoman 
verified that Grassley was 
the author of the messages. 
Asked to respond to 
Grassley’s Twitter 

commentary, White House 
spokesman Reid Cherlin 
said: “President Obama is 
gratified that the Senate 
is working hard to bring 
a health reform bill to the 
floor on schedule. He looks 
forward to continuing 
his work with them 
upon his return from the 
commemoration of Allied 
heroism at D-Day.” 
Grassley’s attitude is 
significant because any hope 
for bipartisan consensus 
on health care rests on an 
alliance between Grassley 
and Finance Co mm ittee 
Chairman Max Baucus, a 
Montana Democrat. 


Despite strong opposition 
from most Republicans 
to one of Obama’s key 
goals for a health care bill 
— the inclusion of a new 
government insurance plan 
to compete with private 
insurers — Baucus and 
Grassley have continued to 
hold out hope that they can 
find a solution that could 
gamer bipartisan support. 
Obama senior adviser 
David Axelrod cited 
Grassley in an interview on 
CBS television’s “Face the 
Nation” Sunday morning as 
a reason there is hope for a 
health overhaul deal. Obama 
wants to sign legislation 
in the fall that would hold 
down costs and extend 
coverage to 50 million 
uninsured Americans. 

“I would hope people of both 
parties would get together. 
I was encouraged by Sen. 
Grassley’s comments in the 
last few days suggesting 
that he thought we could 
get there,” Axelrod said. 
“So I think we’ll be able to 
build a bipartisan support 
for it. But we have to move 
forward with it, I think it is 
a critical situation for the 
country and our economy 
and our future.” 


Obama has said repeatedly 
he wants a bipartisan bill. 
Although the Democratic- 
controlled Congress might 
be able to pass health care 
legislation with little or 
no Republican support, 
such a measure would be 
less widely accepted and 
less sustainable over time, 
Baucus and others have 
said. 

But Obama’s increased 
involvement appears to 
be diminishing chances 
for bipartisanship, not 
improving them. Grassley 
and other Republicans were 
also angered when Obama 
released a letter last week 
coming down strongly 
in favor of a new public 
insurance plan. 

The next few weeks will be 
critical to the health care 
debate, with the Finance 
Committee to finalize 
legislation and begin voting 
in late June. Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy’s Health, 
Education, Labor and 
Pensions Committee has 
circulated draft legislation 
that is unlikely to gamer 
Republican support because 
of the greatly expanded role 
it gives to government. The 
Finance Committee has 
been expected to produce a 
bill with a narrower role for 
government. □ 
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California contemplating rewrite of social contract

SACRAMENTO, California 
(AP) — With empty pockets 
and maxed-out credit, 
California is debating whether 
it can continue honoring all 
parts of its social contract with 
the state’s most vulnerable 
residents. 

The state faces an 
unprecedented drop in tax 
revenue and a widening 
budget deficit amid the 
deepest recession in decades, 
prompting Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger to propose 
cost-cutting steps that once 
seemed unthinkable. 

At stake are programs for the 
poor, elderly and frail, placing 
millions of people in the most 
populous U.S. state at risk of 
falling through a decades-old 
social safety net. 

Ending the welfare-to-work 
program for mothers and their 
children would affect some 
546,000 families, and health 
insurance could be eliminated 
for 1 million children from 
low-income families. Services 
for Alzheimer’s patients, 
disabled and other frail 
recipients of in-home care 
also would be greatly reduced 
under the governor’s latest 
budget proposal, leaving more 
than 400,000 people without 
such support. 

Schwarzenegger 
acknowledges that his 
proposals will be painful. 

“I know the consequences of 
those cuts are not just dollars. 
I see the faces behind those 
dollars.... I see the Alzheimer’s 
patients losing some of their 
in-home support services,” 
he told lawmakers last week. 
“It’s an awful feeling, but we 
have no choice.” 

California stands apart from 
other states, at least for now, in 
considering solving its budget 
deficit with such deep cuts to 
core social services. 

The state’s projected $24.3 
billion deficit for the fiscal year 
that begins in July amounts 
to a quarter of its general 
fund. Schwarzenegger and 
Republicans in the Legislature 
say they will not raise taxes 
again, after agreeing to $12.8 
billion in sales, personal 
income and vehicle tax hikes 
earlier this year. 

That leaves lawmakers with 


few alternatives to severe 
spending cuts because, 
although Republicans are 
the minority party, they hold 
virtual veto power over the 
state budget. That is due to 
California’s requirement that 
fiscal measures must be passed 
by a two-thirds vote in both 
houses of the state legislature. 
Melody Nolan is worried that 
the state will cut her in-home 
care. That would mean she 
could not see one of her many 
doctors for systemic lupus, an 
autoimmune illness that saps 
her of strength. Even though 
the 39-year-old Sacramento 
woman still would receive 
disability benefits and 
subsidized housing, she said 
she would lose her sense of 
independence and worries 
about ending up in a nursing 
home. 

“Not being able to work is 
very hard on me. I’m a very 
goal-oriented person,” Nolan 
said. “Not being able to take 
care of myself would just be 
devastating.” 

California spent 5.4 percent 
of all its state and federal 
funding on public assistance in 
2007, compared to a national 
average of 1.7 percent. That 
doesn’t include Medicaid and 
other social service spending. 
Ironically, while many of the 
programs to assist the frail 
and needy have their roots in 
the Great Depression of the 
1930s, they may be undone 
by another great economic 
downturn. 

The elimination or significant 
reduction of social service 
programs also cuts against 
President Barack Obama’s 
economic recovery efforts 
and attempts to overhaul the 
nation’s health care market. 
“The movement is to expand 
coverage, not contract,” said 
Rachel Klein, deputy director 
of health policy for Families 
USA, a consumer advocacy 
group based in Washington. 
“If California were to do 
it, it would certainly be an 
enormous step behind for the 
country.” 

California stands to lose 
billions in federal matching 
dollars if Schwarzenegger’s 
proposals pass. Advocates 
have argued that his cutbacks 
would jeopardize even more 
money from the federal 


stimulus program, but the 
Obama administration so far 
has granted waivers on that 
portion of funding for the 
state. 

White House spokesman 
Adam Abrams acknowledged 
California’s budget difficulties 
and said getting through the 
recession would require tough 
choices and shared sacrifices. 
There are few modem 
precedents to the level of 
social spending cuts being 
contemplated in California. In 
1991, Michigan’s Republican 
Gov. John Engler proposed 
ending general-assistance 
payments to single, able- 
bodied individuals with no 
dependents. His welfare 
reform plan was intended 
to encourage employment 
and eventually reduced the 
number of recipients, saving 
the state millions of dollars a 
year.

health programs for low- 
income people, seniors and the 
disabled — will continue, said 
Robert Rector, a senior fellow 
at the conservative Heritage 
Foundation. Those programs 
received financial boosts under 
the federal recovery act. 

“It’s not removing the safety 
net because we have all of 
these other programs,” Rector 
said. 

While the federal recovery act 


contains roughly $140 billion 
for state budget shortfalls, the 
temporary boost has not been 
enough to prevent other states 
from cutting public services. 
Arizona has cut funding for 
a rehabilitation program 
that affects 4,700 children 
with chronic or disabling 
conditions, according to the 
Center on Budget and Policy 
Priorities, a left-leaning think

Two bodies were recovered 
Saturday, and Brazilian and 
French ships picked up 15 
more Sunday after pilots 
participating in a grid search 
reported additional sightings. 
The bodies have been found 
in an area about 45 miles (70 
kilometers) from where the jet 
sent out messages signaling 
electrical failures and loss of 
cabin pressure. 

“We’re navigating through 
a sea of debris,” Brazilian 
Navy Capt. Giucemar Tabosa 
Cardoso said. 

Brazil’s military was not 
releasing detailed information 
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about bodies or debris that 
have been spotted from the 
air but not taken aboard ships, 
after sea trash was mistaken 
last week for a cargo pallet 
from the plane, prompting 
criticism. 

Flight 447 disappeared and 
likely broke up in midair in 
turbulent weather May 31 
during a flight from Rio de 
Janeiro to Paris with 228 
people aboard — all now 
presumed dead. 

The investigation is 

increasingly focused on 
whether external instruments 
on the Airbus A3 30 may have 
iced over, confusing speed 
sensors and leading computers 
to set the plane’s speed too 
fast or slow — a potentially 
deadly mistake. 

The French agency 

investigating the disaster said 
airspeed instruments on the 
plane had not been replaced as 
the maker had recommended, 
but cautioned that it was too 
early to draw conclusions 
about what role that may have 
played in the crash. 

The agency, BEA, said the 
plane received inconsistent 
airspeed readings from 
different instruments as 
it struggled in a massive 
thunderstorm. 

France is leading the 
investigation into the cause 
of the crash, and will try to 
recover the plane’s black 
box data and voice recorders, 
which could reveal why the 
jet crashed. Brazilian officials 
are focusing solely on the 
recovery of victims and plane 
wreckage. 

In Brazil, Air Force Col. 
Henry Munhoz said nine 
bodies have been recovered 
by Brazilian authorities: four 
men, four women and one that 
was impossible to identify by 
gender. He said he did not have 
information about the genders 
of the eight bodies recovered 
by French military helicopters 
that were transferred to a 
French ship. 

The search is focusing on a 
zone of several hundred square 
miles (square kilometers) 
roughly 400 miles (640 
kilometers) northeast of the 
Fernando de Noronha islands 
off Brazil’s northern coast. 
Munhoz and Cardoso declined 
comment on the condition of 
the recovered bodies, saying 
that information would be 
too emotionally painful for 
relatives. □ 
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Shootout kills 16 gunmen, 2 soldiers in Acapulco

ACAPULCO, Mexico (AP) 
— It was a shootout straight 
from Hollywood in the former 
playground of its biggest stars: 
Outlaws holed up in a hillside 
mansion fought heavily armed 
Mexican soldiers with a rain 
of gunfire and grenades that 
had tourists cowering in hotels 
nearby. 

Roughly 3,000 shots and 50 
explosions marked the four- 
hour battle late Saturday that 
left 16 gunmen and two soldiers 
dead. Nine other people were 
wounded, including three 
bystanders. 

More than a dozen Mexican 
tourists were evacuated from a 
neighboring hotel strip frozen 
in the 1950s, when Elizabeth 
Taylor held one of her many 
weddings in Acapulco and 
John Wayne and “Tarzan” star 
Johnny Weissmuller threw 
lavish parties at Los Flamingos 
Hotel less than 100 yards from 
where gunfire broke out. 
Cindy Pelaquin and Michelle 
Johnson, both of Boston, were 
watching the famous Acapulco 
cliff divers less than a mile 
away. They saw the military 
roadblocks but heard nothing. 
“We were just lucky I suppose,” 
said Johnson, a Boston nurse. 
One neighbor said it sounded 
like fireworks. But a Mexican 
tourist, whose group had just 


arrived from the Mexico City 
area, immediately recognized 
the sound of gunshots and 
dove under a hotel bed. 

The battle erupted after 
soldiers received a tip that 
a group of armed men were 
gathered at a gated house in 
a seedy section of Acapulco 
where working-class homes 
bleed into 1950s mansions. 
One hotel across from the 
street from the shootout offers 
three-hour stays for 30 pesos, 
about $2.25. 

Several gunmen tried to flee 
but crashed their car into a 
military Hummer that was 
blocking the gate. At one 
point, more armed men with 
grenades arrived to reinforce 
the men in the house, but 
they died in the shooting, 
said an army colonel, who led 
the operation and spoke on 
condition of anonymity for 
security reasons. 

Inside, soldiers found four 
men bound and shirtless who 
claimed they were Guerrero 
state police officers being 
held hostage. The soldiers 
confiscated 47 guns, grenades 
and ammunition, as well 
as several cars, including a 
Mercedes Benz. 

Five people inside the house 
were detained, including 
the four alleged officers, the 
Defense Department said in a 
statement. 


Soldiers did not know the 
hostages were inside when 
the shootout began, and the 
colonel said their claims to be 
police would be investigated. 
“We found them like this, 
handcuffed, and they say they 
were kidnapped. So if they 
were kidnapped, as they say, 
then we rescued them,” said the 
colonel, who gave reporters a 
tour of the house in a ski mask 
to protect his identity. 

Military officials said they 
are still investigating who the 
gunmen are. But given the 
weapons stash, large home 
and late-model cars, it looked 
like the normal trappings for 
drug cartels. No drugs were 
found. Guerrero state, where 
Acapulco is located, has long 
suffered from drug violence 
from cartels fighting for turf. 
The Beltran Leyva cartel, 
in particular, has a strong 
presence in Acapulco. Last 
month, soldiers arrested a 
suspected cartel lieutenant 
as he stepped off a private 
plane in the northern city of 
Monterrey on his way back 
from Acapulco, where he said 
he’d met with cartel leader 
Arturo Beltran Leyva at a 
baptism party. 

The premier resort town for 
America’s rich and famous in 
the 6 50s and 6 60s, Acapulco 
suffered a decline as traffic 
and urban sprawl took over 


the palm-swept ambiance. It 
was reborn in the 1980s as a 
popular resort for Mexicans, 
and the working class now 
flock to the old hotel zone, 
where they can buy a two- 
night stay and transportation 
for as little as $50. 

U.S. tourists also have returned 
during the past several years 
following construction of the 
new “Diamond Zone” strip of 
five-star hotels — on the other 
side of town from Saturday’s 
violence. Acapulco now 
ranks with Cancun as one of 
Mexico’s most-visited resort 
cities. 

While tourism is usually low 


this time of year, the start of 
the hurricane season in the 
Pacific, numbers are worse 
than usual after a swine-flu 
outbreak in late April that 
pushed hotel occupancy in 
Mexico to half its normal rate 
and prompted the cancellation 
of many flights and cruise ship 
visits. Hotel Los Flamingos, 
a pink building perched on 
a cliff where waiters climb 
trees to pull down coconuts 
for drinks, had few guests and 
only two rooms with foreign 
visitors, according to hotel 
workers who insisted they 
had not heard the shooting the 
night before.□

BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanon’s 
pro-Western coalition declared 
victory early Monday, as local 
television stations reported 
the faction had successfully 


fended off a serious challenge 
by the Shiite militant group 
Hezbollah and its allies to grab 
the majority in parliament. 
Official results for Sunday’s 
election were not expecteduntil 
later Monday, but the winners 


were already celebrating by 
shooting in the air, setting off 
fireworks and driving around 
in honking motorcades. 

The election was an early test 
of President Barack Obama’s 
efforts to forge Middle East 
peace. A win by Hezbollah 
would have boosted the 
influence of its backers 
Iran and Syria and risked 
pushing one of the region’s 
most volatile nations into 
international isolation and 
possibly into more conflict 
with Israel. 

“I present this victory to 
Lebanon,” Prime Minister 
Fuad Saniora said on television 
after stations projected his pro- 
Western coalition was winning. 
“It is an exceptional day for 
democracy in Lebanon.” 

OTV, the television station 
of one of Hezbollah’s key 
Christian allies, former army 
chief Michel Aoun, conceded 
that the party’s candidates 
who challenged pro-Western 
competitors in several 
Christian districts had been 


defeated, preventing a victory 
for the Hezbollah coalition. 
But Aoun was able to hang on 
to his representation in other 
districts. 

Lebanese Broadcasting 

Corporation, a leading 

private Christian TV station, 
projected the pro-Western 
coalition to win 68 seats in the 
next parliament, with 57 for 
Hezbollah and its allies and 
three for independents. 

That would almost replicate 
the deadlock that existed in 
the outgoing parliament, in 
which the pro-Western bloc 
had 70 seats and an alliance 
of Hezbollah and other Shiite 
and Christian factions had 58. 
The leader of the largest bloc 
in the pro-Western coalition, 
Saad Hariri, said early 
Monday in a televised speech 
that he extends his hand to the 
losing side “to work together 
and seriously for the sake of 
Lebanon.” He urged supporters 
to celebrate without provoking 
opponents. 

But despite the conciliatory 


tone, Lebanon was at risk of 
sliding again into a political 
crisis over formation of the 
next government similar to the 
one that buffeted the country 
for most of the last four years. 
Hezbollah had veto power 
in Saniora’s Cabinet for the 
last year, which it won after 
provoking the worst street 
clashes since the 1975-1990 
civil war. 

The pro-Western coalition 
had vowed not to give 
Hezbollah and its allies a 
blocking minority in the new 
government if they won. 

The battle in Christian districts 
was the decisive factor. 
Lebanese generally vote along 
sectarian and family loyalties, 
with seats for Sunnis and 
Shiites in the half-Christian, 
half-Muslim, 128-member 
parliament already locked up 
even before the voting started. 
Christians in the pro-Western 
coalition warned that 
Hezbollah would bring the 
influence of Shiite Iran to 
Lebanon.

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Former President Certer plans Gaza visit this week 


ATLANTA (AP) — Former 
President Jimmy Carter will 
visit Syria, Israel, the West 
Bank and Gaza this week to 
promote constructive dialogue 
on the Israeli-Arab conflict, a 
spokeswoman for the Carter 
Center said Sunday. 

Carter, 84, is already in the 
region, where he joined 
scores of foreign observers 
monitoring Sunday’s elections 
in Lebanon, expected to 
present an early test of 
President Barack Obama’s 
efforts to forge Middle East 
peace. In a speech in Cairo on 
Thursday, Obama promised 
to work aggressively to end 
the Israeli-Palestinian conflict 
and listed confronting “violent 
extremism” as the top priority 
in addressing tensions between 
the U.S. and Muslims. 

Deanna Congileo, a 
spokeswoman for the Atlanta- 
based Carter Center, which 
works to advance peace and 
health worldwide, said details 
of the rest of Carter’s itinerary 
will be available later this 
week. 


The Carter Center is among 
international and local 
missions monitoring the 
election pitting Western- 
backed anti-Syrian groups 
that hold the parliamentary 
majority in Lebanon against 
a Hezbollah-led coalition 
supported by Syria and Iran.

Speaking at a polling station

Stewart wins first Cup 
points race as team owner

LONG POND, Pa. - Tony 
Stewart won his first Cup 
points race as a team owner, 
coming from the rear of the 
field and taking a late gamble 
on fuel to win at Pocono 
Raceway. 

The Sprint Cup points leader 
had to start at the back of 
Sunday’s race because a 
practice accident forced him 
into his backup car. Then 
Stewart figured he could drive 
the final 41 laps without a pit 
stop and it paid off, helping 
snap a 19-race winless streak 
dating to last season. 

Stewart won the All-Star race 
last month for Stewart-Haas 
Racing, and this victory again 
stamped himself as a true 
threat to win his third Cup 
title. 

“It’s just a little different when 
you’re the one that’s got to be 
accountable,” Stewart said. 
Stewart is the first owner/ 


driver to win a points race since 
Ricky Rudd at Martinsville 
in 1998. Carl Edwards was 
second, followed by David 
Reutimann, Jeff Gordon and 
Ryan Newman. 

“I didn’t think he was going 
to be a factor,” Edwards said 
of Stewart. “I was sure he was 
going to run out.” 

The first Cup points race with 
double-file restarts finished 
without a problem. The 
drivers meeting lasted nearly 
30 minutes as last-minute 
questions were answered on 
the new restart rules that line 
up the 43-car field following a 
yellow. 

“I’m sure they’ll refine it and 
make it better, but I think 
it worked out pretty good,” 
Reutimann said. 

After a caution, Stewart led 
the field to the green flag with 
45 laps to go in the 500-mile 
race. His 6-second lead over 
Edwards with 10 laps left 
kept getting whittled away as 


Stewart eased off the gas and 
didn’t push his car to save 
fuel. 

With a lead in the points 
standings and a spot in the 
Chase for the championship 
all but assured, Stewart could 
afford to take a risk. 

The two-time Cup champion 
sure knows about taking risks 
— and having them work out. 
Stewart’s secret to his fuel 
strategy? 

“I’m not telling,” he said, 
laughing. 

Stewart won the race on 
fumes, but his own operation 
seems to have plenty of fuel. 
He’s destroyed all expectations 
in his first season as owner and 
driver for SHR. It was the first 
points victory since he left Joe 
Gibbs Racing at the end of 
last year after 10 successful 
seasons to become co-owner 
of Stewart-Haas Racing. 

This was the first points victory 
for the team since their 2002 
debut as Haas CNC Racing. 


Slams, and I’m particularly 
happy reaching Pete’s 14.” 
When the stylish Swiss 
hit a service winner on 
championship point, he fell 
on his knees to the clay that 
had vexed him for so long, 
screamed and briefly buried 
his face in his hands. 

He was teary by the time he 
met Soderling at the net, and 
fans gave Federer a standing 
ovation as he raised his arms 
in triumph. 

“It’s maybe my greatest 
victory, or certainly the one 
that removes the most pressure 
off my shoulders,” Federer 
said. “I think that now and 
until the end of my career, I 
can really play with my mind 
at peace and no longer hear 
that I’ve never won Roland 
Garros.” 


Tears ran down Federer’s 
cheeks as the Swiss national 
anthem played. 

“Roger, really, congrats to 
you,” Soderling said. “You 
really gave me a lesson in 
how to play tennis today.. 
And to me you’re the greatest 
player in history. So you really 
deserved to win this title.” 
Sampras said Federer deserves 
to be at the top of the all-time 
list. 

“I’m obviously happy for 
Roger,” Sampras told The 
Associated Press in a telephone 
interview from Los Angeles, 
where he lives. “Now that he 
has won in Paris, I think it just 
more solidifies his place in 
history as the greatest player 
that played the game, in my 
opinion.”

His second-place finish last 
week at Dover allowed him to 
become the first driver/owner 
to lead the points since Alan 
Kulwicki won the 1992 Cup 
championship, a span of 556 
races.

Tiger Woods wins the Memorial 

Late charge with four holes left

DUBLIN, Ohio (AP) — Tiger 
Woods broke away from 
a four-way tie for the lead 
Sunday at the Memorial 
with birdies on his final two 
holes, the last one a 7-iron 
that stopped a foot away from 
the cup for a 7-under 65 and 
a one-shot victory over Jim 
Furyk. 

With a high-charged rally from 
a four-shot deficit, Woods 
revved up the crowd and 
silenced those who questioned 
his game heading into his title 
defense at Bethpage Black in 
two weeks. 

He didn’t miss a fairway in 
the final round, the first time 
he has done that in more than 
five years. He missed only five 
fairways all week, his most 
accurate tournament off the 
tee since the 1998 Masters. 
Woods won the Memorial 
for a record fourth time, 
and tournament host Jack 
Nicklaus was there to greet 
him behind the 18th green. 
It was his second victory 
this year after missing eight 
months from knee surgery, 
and Woods figured he will 
only get better. 

“I knew it was coming 
around,” Woods said. “I just 
wasn’t as consistent as I 
needed to be.” 

Furyk made a 20-foot birdie 
putt on the 18th hole for a 69 
to finish alone in second. 

46 1 just didn’t beat one guy,” 
Furyk said. 44 It (stinks) 
finishing second. But he 
played better. A 7 under on 
those greens and with the 
conditions we dealt with, 
that’s pretty spectacular. I just 
wish you all would just quit 
(ticking) him off ... so he has

to come back and keep proving 
stuff. I think he answered a lot 
of questions today.” 

Woods finished at 12-under 
276 and won for the 67th 
time in his career. The timing 
could not have been better. 
He was within one shot of the 
lead going in to the back nine 
at Quail Hollow and made 
nothing better than par for a 72. 
He played in the final group at 
The Players Championship, 
couldn’t find a fairway and 
closed with a 73. 

On a firm, fast course under 
steamy sunshine at Muirfield 
Village, he was close to 
perfect. 

Woods surged into contention 
with a chip-in for eagle out of 
gnarly rough behind the 11th 
green, following through with 
one hand and eventually using 
the other to pump his fist. He 
took his first lead with a two- 
putt birdie on the par-5 15th. 
After a bogey from the bunker 
on the 16th, Woods was tied 
with Furyk, Jonathan Byrd 
and Davis Love III. 

But not for long. 

Woods hit his approach to 9 
feet behind the hole on the 
17th, and rolled it in for a birdie 


and the lead. After hitting the 
fairway with a 3-iron on the 
18th, he hit 7-iron from 183 
yards and let another raucous 
cheer indicate the outcome. 
Woods slapped hands with 
caddie Steve Williams and 
tapped in for his best closing 
round to win since the Dubai 
Desert Classic last year. 

Byrd holed out from 82 yards 
for eagle at No. 7 to take 
control of the tournament, 
only to give it away with a 
double bogey from the rough 
and bunker on the 14th. 
Still, he had the best chance 
to catch Woods. Two shots 
behind, he hit his approach to 
4 feet on the 17th, but missed 
the putt. Byrd finished with a 
meaningless double bogey for 
a 72 and tied for third with 
Mark Wilson (73). 

Love, who could have avoided 
36-hole U.S. Open qualifying 
Monday with a victory, got into 
contention with consecutive 
birdie putts of about 50 feet, 
only to miss an 8-foot birdie 
on the 15th. 

He fell out of the hunt with a 
bogey from the fairway bunker 
on the 17th, then hitting his 
tee shot into the water on the

weather and occasional rain, 
Federer raced to a quick lead, 
sweeping the first four games. 
Soderling appeared nervous at 
the start of his first Grand Slam 
final, and Federer kept him 
scrambling with penetrating 
groundstrokes to both comers 
and an occasional drop shot. 
Federer’s progress to the 
title was briefly delayed in 
the second set. The match 
was between points when a 
spectator waving a flag climbed 
through the photographer’s pit 
and onto Federer’s side of the 
court. 

“That gave me a fright,” 
Federer said. “He looked at 
me, and I was not sure what 
he wanted. ... It was a touch 
scary.” 

Federer backed away toward 
the backstop, but the fan 
caught up with him and tried 
to put a hat on Federer’s head. 
Security personnel seemed 
slow to react before chasing 
the man to the other side of 
the court, and he was tackled, 
then carried out. 

There was silence from the 
stunned crowd, then a chant 
of “Ro-ger! Ro-ger!” when 
the episode ended. Federer 
adjusted his headband, 
Soderling gave him a thumbs- 
up sign and play resumed. 
Soderling’s strokes steadied, 
and he pushed the second set 
to 6-all. But Federer played 
a brilliant tiebreaker, hitting 
aces on all four of his service 
points, and Soderling could 
only smile ruefully. 

Federer broke again to start 
the third set and kept that lead 
the rest of the way. He never 
lost serve, and despite the 
difficult conditions, he had 
more winners than unforced 
errors — 41 to 24. 

“It’s always tough to play 
Roger,” Soderling said. “He 
really played well today. I 
had a few small chances in 
the second set, but overall 
he played too well for me 
today.” 

Federer owed Soderling a 


thank-you for easing his 
path by upsetting four-time 
defending champion Rafael 
Nadal in the fourth round last 
Sunday. Nadal beat Federer 
at Roland Garros the past 
four years, including three 
consecutive times in the final. 
“I kind of was relieved, 
because he was going to be the 
hardest one to beat,” Federer 
said. 

For Federer, a matchup against 
the 23rd-seeded Soderling 
was much more inviting. The 
Swede had never previously 
been beyond the third round 
at a Grand Slam tournament, 
and he fell to 0-10 against 
Federer. 

“Yesterday, me and my coach 
were joking,” Soderling told 
Federer during the trophy 
ceremony. “You’ve beaten me 
nine times in a row, and we 
were joking nobody can beat 
me 10 times in a row. But we 
were wrong.” 

Despite Nadal’s surprising 
departure, Federer’s path to 
the title wasn’t easy. He rallied 
from a two-set deficit in the 
fourth round to beat Tommy 
Haas, and survived another 
five-setter against Juan Martin 
del Potro in the semifinals. 
“I’ve had a tough draw,” 
Federer said. “Of course, it’s 
not Nadal on the other side 
of the net, but I beat him a 
couple of weeks ago on clay 
(in Madrid), so I really feel 
like I really deserve it.” 
Federer won his 14th Grand 
Slam championship at age 27. 
Sampras, who never reached 
a French Open final, was 31 
when he won his last major 
title. Federer will try for No. 
15 beginning in two weeks 
at Wimbledon, which he has 
won five times. 

He has also won the U.S. Open 
the past five years, and he has 
three Australian Open titles. 
Besides Federer and Agassi, 
the other men to win all four 
Grand Slams tournaments were 
Fred Perry, Don Budge, Rod 
Laver and Roy EmersonQ
